You're 
worse than the czar of Russia; you are try- 
ing to run this society and you are trying 
te spend our money; we Chicago women give 
$3,000 @ year to this order and we are not 
going to let you spend it for us; we want state 
representation and we are going to get it; we 
are here now and we are going to stay, and 
what are you going to do about it:“ 


—And Then the Scrap Started. 

The Chicago delegation started for the 
rostrum. Every woman in the hall rose. 
‘Militancy was rife. While some delegates 
telephoned for the police others seized mem- 
bers of the Chicago faction. In the wild 
struggle that ensued the Chidagoans gavé 
way before superior numbers and were 
forced out of the room. Then the doors were 
lodked. At a late hour last night the Chi- 
cago women still were waiting by the locked 
door.

The most interesting figure in the Mexi- 
‘can situation is Interim President, Gen- 
eral of Division, Don Victoriano Huerta, 
as the Mexican newspapers love to call 
him immediately after referring to the 
president of the United States as Wilson 
without even the prefix of Mr. 

He is of practically pure Indian blood. 
Nearly all his lifé has been spent as an 
officer of the army. Being of a deter- 
mined character and for a Mexican general 
quite a fighter, besides being absolutely un- 
scrupulous, he rose under the Porfirio Dias 
régime to the grade of general officer. 

Gained Start Under Reyes, 

When Gen. Reyes was secretary of war

system. 

All this help from Reyes at a time when 
Huerta was literally down and out did not 
prevent the latter from arranging Reyes 
assassination when the old general, at the 
head of his troops, rode up to the palace in 
Mexico City during the outbreak last Feb- 
ruary. 

Breaks Contracts; Ignores Debts. 

Huerta had an agreement with the rail- 
way company by which he gradually paid 
for the mules. He failed to live up to his 
agreement, half starved the mules, didn’t 
pay his men everything which was due 
them, and failed to live up to any of his 
contracts. 

During his stay in Monterey he never 
paid a bill. borrowed money everywhere 
he could, which he never repaid, and spent 
his time in the dissolute part of town, gen- 
erally suffering from the effects of too 
much cognac or from smoking marahnafia. 

When Dias saw himself falling, he gath- 
ered around him some of the lesser gen- 
erals, whose positions were not such as to 
permit them to aspire directly to the presi- 
dency. Huerta was one of them, and 
escorted the old president to Vera Crus. 

Boasts of Stealing Woman, 

One afternoon while there he and a 
number of other officers were sitting at a 
table in front of the principal hotel drink- 
ing and talking of their past experiences. 
Huerta, telling it as a great joke, asked 
the others if they remembered a certain 
occasion in the field when he took a man’s 
wife from him and when the husband 
asked her back he told the man to get out 
or he would put him in the army. 

Huerta owes his rise to prominence to 
Madero, who, baving heard of his military 
ability, used him as his right hand gen- 
eral. He sent him north to fight Orozco. 

Huerta took his time. He is supposed 
to have made $6,000 a month illegally dur- 
ing this campaign. He did fight a battle 
at Bachimba, in which Orozco was beaten. 
He then followed him leisufely to Chibua- 
hua. Orozco, however, escaped. 

Sent Out Against Zapata. 

Next, Madero sent him after Zapata to 
the south of Mexico City. He chiefly dis- 
tinguished himself in this campaign by ad- 
yancing on and firing into Zapata's forces 
while Madero was in «onference with Za- 
pata, this, of course, being contrary to the 
agreement which led to the conference, 

A little incident which took place during 
this campaign at Cnernevaca, where Huerta 
generally had lis headquarters, is as iUlus- 
trative of his character and that of many 
Mexicans as is his reminiscence at Vera 
Cruz. He was asked. General, how will 
you catch Zapata! “ While smiling he said, 
“You are Zapata: give me your hand, 
please.” The hand within reach, he grabbed 
it with his strong grip, and, changing his 
expression to anything but a pleasant one, 
said, “ Now, having got you, I shoot you.” 

When approached by the people planning 
Madero’s downfall Huerta was only too 
willing to join the conspiracy, though un- 
doubtedly concealing his ambition to be 
president. 

Profits Made by City Fighting. 

The fighting in the capital during Febru- 
ary was planned primarily for the purpose 
of raising such a disturbance that a general 
demand would go up from both Mexicans

GARRISON WON TO 
LAKE FRONT PARK 


Secretary of War to Issue Per- 
mit for Improvement of 
South Shore Be- 
tween Parks. 


WORK WILL BEGIN SOON. 


Provision Exacted That Site for 
Possible Harbor Be Safe- 
guarded; Chicagoans 
Heard. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—{Special.}]— 
At the close of an all day hearing of the city’s 
representatives Secretary of War Garrison 
decided to issue the permit which will make 
possible the realization of the Burnham plan 
for the improvement and beautification of 
Chicago's lake front. 

He exacted only one condition, which al- 
ready had been proposed voluntarily by the 
municipal officials. This is a reservation in 
the permit by virtue é6f which it would be 
possible for the city to establish a cOmmer~ 
cial harbor on the south shore at any time 
such à project may be deemed desirable. 


Provisions of the Permit. 

The permit, which it is expected will be 
issued within a month, will contain these 
provisions: 

Grant park may be extended 900 feet 
into the lake, with a new yacht harbor 
and breakwater replacing the present 
anchorage. 

A strip of made land may be added to 
the present shore between Sixteenth 
street and Jackson park for the location 
of the propoged system of driveways and 
lagoons. 

The strip between Sixteenth and Thir- 
ty-first streets shall be constructed with 
the understanding that it shall not inter- 
fere with any harbor which the city may 
desire to establish there tn the future. 

A similar strip of made land may be 
added to the shore line south of Jackson 
park. 


Immediate Work Made Possible. 

Under this permit the city and the south 
park board will be able to carry out imme- 
diately nearly all of the Burnham plan re 
lating to the south shore. The question of 
adding a strip of new land to the area be- 
tween Twelfth and Sixteenth streéts, now 
being filled as a site for the Field museum, 
will be taken up after the main undertaking 
gets under way. 

Mayor Harrison, President Payne of the 
south park board, President Charles Wack- 
er, and Walter L. Fisher of the Chicago plan 


commission, and other members ot the dele- 


gation are jubilant tonight over winning 
practically. all for which they asked the 
sanction of the government. Mr. Payne an- 
nounced that the building of a retaining Wall 
for the filling of the strip will begin as goon 
as the permit is issued. 

Secretary Garrison found that the people 
of Chicago are practically unanimously in 
favor of devoting the south shore between 
Grant and Jackson parks to park Instead of 
harbor purposes. 


Finde Civic Bodies United. 

Mr. Torrison was confronted by twenty~ 
four Officials and representative citisens, 
speaking for the city, the park board, the 
sanitary district, the Chicago Real tate 
board, the Association of Commerce, the 
Commercial club, the Chicago plan commis- 
sion, and numerous organisations of the 
commercial, industrial, and financial inter- 


ests of the city, all of whom urged him to 


grant the permit. 
In opposition he found only two Chicago- 


ans, Edward Cahill and Henry Lee, and Gen. 
W. H. Bixby, the former chief of engineers, 
who rendered the report adverse te the 
project. 

When the secretary realized the preponder- 
ance of opinion in favor of the park plan 
he asked Gen. Bixby if his objections would 
not be satisfied by a provision reserving har- 
bor rights. The general finally admitted that 
all interests would be safeguarded by such 
a provigo in the permit. 

Thereupon the secretary retained the re- 
tired engineer at full pay to draw up a rec- 
ommendation for the qualified permit. Gen. 
Bixby sald afterward he expected to com- 
plete this recommendation within a couple 


of weeks. 


Fisher Makes Telling Argument. 

The vital point in the entire discussion was 
made by former Secretary of the Interior 
Fisher, who appeared as the attorney for 
the Chicago plah commission. He pointed 
out that all the mparian rights between 
Grant and Jackedn parks are now in the 
possession of the south park board, that 
no harbor can be established there without 
its consent. That drove Gen. Bixby to the 
defense that his opposition was based on a 
desire to save this area fora barbor In case 
the municipal authorities ehange 
their minds in the future. 

Mayor Harrison told of the de 
city for the accomplishment of rn- 
ham plan and described the ation for 
harbor purposes already in the agreement 
between the city and the park board. It 
was shown that only three individuals in 
the entire city opposed the final bargain be- 
tween the city and the Iliincis Central rail- 


road.

It was nothing more than a terse explana-

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Vindication Plea Made 
by Huerta to Congress 


EXICO CITY, Nov. 20.—President 
Huerta's message, which he read in 
person today to the Mexican con- 
gress, in part is as follows: 

In accordance with the consti- 
tutional provision relativé to the matter, 
it is the duty of the chief executive to 
inform the congress of the nation twice 
every year of the status of public affairs. 

„ an account of the political events 
which have taken place since Oct. 10 last 
to thie significant date the country 
is resuming its course under the straight 
and inflexible provisions of the fundamental 
chart of the republic. 

The embodiment of our political structure 
having as a basis a perfect equilibrium be- 
tween the three powers by means of which 
the people exercise its sovereignty, it can be 
easily understood to what extent of difficulty 
we could be dragged by the least interruption 
or alteration of this equilibrium. . The 
very moment that any of the three powers 
should go beyond the boundaries limiting 
their activity, the province of action of the 
others would necessarily be invaded, the 
equilibrium would be deeply disturbed, and 
constitutional functions would be altered, 
thus menacing the life itself of the political 
State. .. 

“This situation, the gravity of which can 
not escape the wisdom of the representatives 
I am addressing, appeared before the coun- 
try and the government under my directio- 
since the last ten days of September.

The impression prevails in most quarters 
other than the White House that President 
Huerta is good for a much longer time than 
the administration authorities seem to think 


Powers Are Getting Impatient. 

The question of how long the administra- 
tion will be able to cling to its policy of 
waiting for Huerta to resign or be other- 
wise put out of the way again pushed iteelf 
to the front today with knowledge of re- 
cent developments in the situation. 

It is known that the impatience of the Eu- 
ropean governments Is rising, though not yet 
voiced officially. One diplomat, who has 
had frequent consultations with administra- 
tion officials regarding the Mexican situa- 
tion, today expressed the view that the sit- 
uation is rapidly becoming wofse. 

The deepest significance is attached to the 
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shores on the heels of an announcement by 
his majesty’s government that no warships 
would be sent to Mexico. While the British 
government courteously informed the state 
department that the cruisers were being sent 


that the assembling of an international fleet 
in Mexican waters is unwelcome to the, Wil- 


son administration. 


Sees Shrewd Move by Briton, 

The request of Lord Cowdray that the 
United States afford protection to his oil 
properties near Tuxpam is regarded here as 
a shrewd move upon the part of the Britisher 
and one which may eventually prove an em- 
barrassment to the United States. 

It developed today that the president is dis- 
posed to take the executions of imprisoned 
or surrendered Federal officers and soldiers 
by the victorious revolutionists as a matter 
of course. 


BELIEVED FORCE IS NEEDED. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB, ] 
LONDON, Nov. 20.—In official quarters 
here there is a decidedly despondent feeling 
regarding the Mexican situation. While the 
sending of the British warships to Mexican 
waters is said officially to have been done to 
provide for a case of necessity for the rescue 
of British subjects and the protection of Brit- 
ish property, there is a growing belief that 
such a contingency is close at hand. ~. 
The optimism of the last few weeks that 
President Wilson's peaceful policy would be 
successful has given place to the pessimistic 
conviction that the mess can be cleaned up 
only by force. 


Cowdray Seeks U. 8. Aid. 

One of the causes of speculation this week 
has been the visit of Lord Cowdray, head of 
the Pearson interests, to the American em- 
bassy. He had another long conference with 
Ambassador Page yesterday. The embassy 
refuses to say a word about the subjects dis- 
cussed, but from other sources it has been 
learned that Lord Cowdray is extremely 
worried at the serious turn of affairs and 
the threats of the Constitutionalists that un- 
less he makes contributions to their cause 
his oil tanks and plants at Tuxpam will be 
destroyed. j 


Oil Magnate Explains Position, 

When Lord Cowdray was «een this after 
noon it was obvious that the head of the 
Pearsen interests was suffering from the 
effects of the galling fire to which he has 
been subjected for weeks. 

“I realize now that I have made a mis- 
take in keeping quiet so long and not em- 
phatically answering the charges against 
me, he said. These charges are based only 
on imagination. I know who inspired them 
and for what reason. I hold no monopoly 
of Mexico; I simply have grants to operate 
on certain government lands. The sugges- 
tion of concession hunting does not affect 
me. Since eight years ago, when I received 
an oil concession from Gen.-Porfirio Diaz, I 
have not received any federal oil concessions, 
nor have I asked for any. 

“I do not believe President Huerta dis- 


quiesce in granting concessions. My infor- 
mation is that there were scarcely any con- 
cessions of importance before Huerta for 
consideration before the dissolution of con- 
gtess.”’ 

Touches Colombia Concessions. 

Lord Cowdray was asked what he thought 
of the suggestion that the United States 
endeavor to induce Colombia to refrain from 
ratifying hig concession. 

“I do not see how the United States can 
take that sort of a röle,“ hereplied. ‘I can- 
not believe that a man of such high moral 
purpose as President Wilson would partici- 
pate in such an action. : 

“ This talk of my concessions in Colombia 
is interesting because it does seem as if the 
poor English business man is not permitted

- Venezuela on terms much more favorable 
than mine in Colombia.“ 


DUNNE OPPOSES INTERVENTION. 

Springfield, Ill., Nov. 20.—In response to a 
query today on the Mexican situation, Gov. 
Dunne replied for publication: 

“I do not favor intervention in Mexico at 
the present time. I commend the course be- 
ing pursued by President Wilson and Secre- 
tary of State Bryan, and believe the senti- 
ment of this state is heartily with them. In 
the event of war this state could furnish 
8,000 fully equipped land and naval militia 
within twenty-four hours and 50,000 unarmed 
volunteers within a week.”

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end it. During this fighting Madero paid 

Huerta $10,000 a day to keep him faithful 

and promised him $100,000 the day he cap- | 
tured the Ciudadela. 

On one occasion when Madero wished to 
send for more troops Huerta swore to him 
by his honor that he would protect him. 
When Madero refused persistently to re- 
sign the conspirators decided to arrest him. 
At the conference during which they 
reached this decision the younger Reyes 
started/to make a speech having to do with 
a nomination for the presidency. Huerta 
stopped him with the curt announcement 
that he was the new president. 

All this took place before Madero’s arrest 
and while Huerta was still posing as the 
general defending his president, Madero, 
from the conspirators. 


Becomes Chief Without Vote. 

The murder of President Madero and 
Vice President Suarez left Lascourain, 
the minister of foreign affairs, the interim 
president. He appointed Huerta minis- 
ter of foreign affairs and then resigned, 
thus elevating Huerta to the presidency. 

In spite of this, at first Huerta had to 
move cautiously because congress was 
largely made up of Maderistas, while his 
cabinet was composed of the men repre- 
senting the different factions who had 
temporarily united to oust Maderoe : 

One by one for different reasons Huerta 
managed to get rid of his cabinet, with 
the exception of Gen. Blanquet, and to 
substitute people of his own choice. Blan- 
quet has always been considered a ol 
of Huerta’s, whom the latter had no need 
to fear. Mondragon and the younger 
Reyes. both in the original conspiracy and 
both dangerous to Huerta, not only were 
forced out of the cabinet, but have been 
entirely removed from the scene of oper- 
ations, Mondragon having deen sent 
abroad on d mission and young Reyes be- 
ing amongst the deputies shut up in the 
penitentiary. Mondragon had an escort 
of troops as far- as Vera Cruz. 

Felix Diaz, who was supposed to be 
Huerta's chief rival, but who is a weak 
man personally and politically, was kept 
out of the country by a foreign mission, 
and when he attempted to return, proba- 
bly very wisely, went no further than 
Vera Crus and did not linger there. 

Members of Cabinet Go.“ 

Some of the men picked by Huerta to 
fill his cabinet have become too prominent 
and have had to go. One of these was 
Urrutia, a full blooded Xochimilco In- 
dian. While in the cabinet he proposed 
that the United States be given twenty- 
four hours to recognize Huerta or else 
Mexico would declare war, saying at the 
same time that the first thing the Mexican 
troops would do would be to burn San 
Antonio. 

He made himself quite popular with the 
lower classes, so Huerta dispensed with 


his services. 
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With congress Huerta has had a little: 


more difficulty. At first he tried the power 
of money. In one case he used one José 
Maria Lozano to do the work, giving him 
$10,000 as his commission. Lozano hav- 
ing accomplished his work made a tour 
of the barrooms of Mexico City waving 
the $10,000, inviting every one to have a 
drink, and telling how he got the money. 
This, however, did not prevent Huerta 
from later appointing Lozano to his cabi- 
net. 

The morning he was to be sworn in he 
was so drunk he couldn’t attend the cere- 
mony. Incidentally, Lozano was educated 
by old Gen. Reyes. At a later stage of 
his career, finding it convenient, he turned 
against the general. 


Members of Congress Disappear. 

As Huerta grew more powerful he became 
rougher with congress when the members 
showed any desire to run counter to his 
wishes, as they frequently did. It must be 
said, however, in justice to Huerta, that 
most of the opposition encountered BY him 
in comgress was not due to unselfishness or 
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patriotism but usually 
bought off or gain in some other selfish way. 
There ‘were thirty-two congressmen who 
could not be accounted for when congress 
opened. Some of them have undoubtedly 
joined the rebels. Twelve are known to 
have been taken out and shot by Huerta'’s 
order. Usually this was done at night. 
One senator, Serapia Rindon, who was 
obuoxious to Huerta, has never been seen 
since he left the Scherer house on the Paseo 
de la Reforma one night after_a dinner 
party. Congress started to investigate his 
disappearance, but later gave it up. 


Leader of ‘Opposition Quieted. 

In a dispute in congress as to whether or 
not one of the deputies named Tomariz 
should be given leave of absence to enable 
him to sit in Huerta’s cabinet the leader of 
the opposition, a deputy named Urueta, was 
arrested in his house at midnight and taken 
to the national palace. He was not seen 
again until the morning of the second day, 
when he was released, a very chastened man, 
For the next two days congress discussed 
a bill regulating their attendance. On sev- 
eral occasions Huerta has notified congress 
that the members had better obey him. On 
one occasion he went so far as to say that he 
would arrest all of them and hang out a 
sign to let on the chamber of deputies. 

His final arrest of the deputies and lock- 
ing them up in the penitentiary was the 
logical and expected outcome of the friction 
between them and the executive. While this 
action was absolutely unconstitutional and 
is indefensible, no sympathy néed be wasted 
on the deputies, as, with a few minor excep- 
tions, they are far.from being the kind of 
men who made up the English parliaments 
which justly defied their kings in defense of 
English liberties, or the French third estate 
when it swore never to dissolve until it had 
brought liberty to France. The keynote to 
the actions of the majority of the Mexican 
deputies was personal gain, regardless of 
means, provided not too risky. 


Uses Threat on Cabinet. 
Occasionally Huerta has threatened his 
cabinet. When Mr. Lind’s mission was an- 
nounced. and Mexico responded that he 
would not be received unless he brought rec- 
ognition, the cabinet objected to the note be- 
ing sent. Huerta listened but a short time tp 
the objections, rang a bell and summoned the 
oflicer of the guard on duty, saying to him: 
“ Remain here; I may need you before long.“ 
He then turned to the cabinet, read His note 
again, and said: Now what do you think?“ 
They all hastened to agree. 

The truth of the matter is that Huerta is 
a man determined to have his own way, ac- 
customed to-overcoming opposition by brute 
force, and probably fearless as to persona! 
danger. He has led a rough, licenticus life, 
and intends to continue doing so. Treachery 
and assassination as means of accomplis'- 
ing bis purpose cause him no more qualms 
of concience than they did his Indian ances- 
tors in the days before Cortez landed. He 
probably would laugh at any one weak 
enough to be bothered by such matters. 

He is president of Mexico for what te 
can get out of it. If he has any idea of 
really restoring order in Mexico it is only 
so that he’ may become richer. Contracts 
of all kinds for supplies are being given out 
right and left. In many cases it is knowa 
that $1.85 to $2 comes out of the treasury 
for every dollar gotten by the contractor, 


Giver Outrageous Concessions. 

The most outrageous concessions are being 
handed out to Mexicans and to favored for- 
eigners, most of whom, incidentally, are Eng- 
lishmen. Huerta needs a congress to con- 
firm these concessions. The old congress was 
not amenable enough. Hence the spectacle 
of the recent election being declared invalid 
in so far as the president and vice president 
are concerned, but not with respect to con- 
gress. 

Huerta is in the president's chair to stay 
as long as he can. He appreciates nothing 
but force, and it is extremely doubtful if any- 
thing other than force, unless assassination 
can be so classed, will get him out. 

As to his restoring order in Mexico. the 
probabilities are that no matter how much 
money he might get he could never do it.

Angry over his discharge as bartender in 
Lawrence Azukas’ saloon at 3301 Auburn 
avenue. John Machokos, who lived next door, 
went back last night to demand his job. 

Azukas. who is active in local politics and 
last year ran for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for county commissioner, ordered him 


out of the place. 
“Not yet,” said Machokos. “ I've got you 
where I want you.“ 
The ex-bartender drew a revolver and fired 
three shots. The first struck Azsukas in the 
side, the second in the shoulder, and she third 
grazed his head. The saloonkeeper dropped 
to the floor and Machokos ran. 
Hearing the shots, Azukas’ 18 year old son. 
Joseph, who has but one arm, ran down the 
stairs with an automatic rifle and shouted to 
the fugitive to stop. Machokos turned and 
pointed his revolver again and the boy fired. 
Machokos dropped the revolver and spun 
around with a bullet through a leg artery. 
The Stockyards station ambulance was 
called and was hurried so fast the driver 
failed to see a trolley car at Halsted and 
Thirty-fifth streets, and there was a colli- 
sion im which the surgeon, Dr. William Bo- 
relli, incurred serious cuts. The ambularce 
held together long enough tc wheel around 
and dash to the Englewood hospital with the 
surgeon.

Attorneys Review Charge of Improper 
Act by Heyne. 


Barney Bertsthe, saloonkeeper-politician, 
and James Ryan, clairvoyant, yesterday 
were found guilty of operating a confidence 
game. The sealed verdict of the jury was 
returned before Judge Walker. The convic- 
tion carries with it a sentence of from one to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 

As soon as the verdict had been read, As 
sistant State's Attorney John T. Fleming 
moved that the defendants be taken in cus- 
tody. Attorneys James T. Brady and Hene- 
dict J. Short, representing Ryan and Bert- 
sche, made objections, which the court sus- 
tained, allowing the defendants to remain at 
liberty on $15,000 bonds pending the hearing 
of a motion for a new trial, which was set 
for Dec. 6. 


Accused by Women. 

Ryan and Bertsche were charged with 
swindling scores of victims out of thousands 
of dollars by means of clairvoyance. The in- 
dictments charged them with mulcting Mre. 
Hope L. McEldowney out of $15,000. Nu- 
merous other women testified Ryan had 
taken their money under false pretense. 

Bertsche was charged with collecting trib- 
ute from Ryan and other clairvoyants for 
protecting them from police interfer- 
ence.

Final instructions will be issued to more 
than 200 members of teams and thirty-five 
team captains in the $3f0,000 campaign of the 
United Charities, at a meeting at the Hotel 
La Salle today noon.

E. Hughes Jr., son of Associate Justice 
Hughes, at his residence in the Avenue of 
the Presidents: Charles E. Hughes Jr. will 
be one of Miss Wilson’s ushers at the wed- 
ding on Tuesday. 


Decorators Begin Work. 

The decorators put in their appearance 
today at the White House and began the 
construction of the twelve foot square dais 
which will be set at the east side of the east 
room, the scene of the wedding, and upon 
which the wedding party will stand during 
the ceremony. The east room in consequence 
has been closed to visitors until after the 
wedding ceremony.

had maltreated any of the inmates. 


Employes Defend Accused Doctor. 

Added to this mass of character evidence, 
guards and officers within the institution 
who have served with Dr. Marshall testified 
that they had had abundant opportunity to 
have heard of cruelty charges, such as have 
been made by the Democratic board of man- 
agers, and that no such accusations had 
been made to them, directly or by hearsay. 

They testified Dr. Marshall had not struck 
an inmate in their presence; that no inmate 


had been struck by another officer while Dr. 


Marshall was present; that they had never 
heard Dr. Marshall use coarte, profane, or 
indecent language in dealing with any in- 


mate? and that, with their knowledge of |. 


conditions within the reformatory, they 
would not believe the testimony of ‘the in- 
mates against the physician. 

The guards and officers testified awo that 
there is plenty of opportunity inside the walls 
for a “frameup ” against any officer if there 
were a disposition on the part of any one in 
authority to start such a line of stories.

There are many miles of such privately 
built street lights in the city, for which 
the adjacent property owners are forced 
to pay a regular monthly maintenance 
tax. Altogether the estimate is that at 
least 6,500 electric street lights are so 
supportet—enough to put lights thirty 
feet apart on each side of a street twenty 
miles tong.

INDICTED FOR MAIL FRAUD. 


Eight Officials and Agents of Fruit 
Lands Company Held by U. 8. Grand 
Jury in Kansas City, Mo, 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 20.—Eight officials 
and agents of the Florida Fruit Lands com- 
hany were indicted by the federal grand jury 
here this afternoon on a charge of conspiracy 
to use the mails to defraud in connection with 
the sale of 180,000 acres of land in the Ever- 
giades district of Florida to 12,000 purchasers 
in various states. 

Those named in the indictments are Richard 
J. Bolles of Jacksonville, Fla.; George A. 
Paddock of Chicago; Jesse L. Billingsly of 
Jacksonville, Fla.; and John Mathews, J. H. 
Martin, R. J. Borders, Edward G. Chambers, 
and A. D. Hart of Kansas City. Each was 
indicted on twenty-one counts. 


Kansas City Agents Sold Land. 

It is alleged 180,000 acres were placed in the 
hands of Martin and Borders, sales agents in 
Kansas City, and by them sold in small tracts 
to buyers mostly in Kansas City and adjoin- 
ing territory. 

The grand jury investigation was under- 
taken at the behest of representatives of the 
small purchasers who were dissatisfied with 
the drainage conditions on their tracts. Itis 
said that more than $2,000,000 is involved in 
the contracts of the 12,000 and that more than 
$700,000 already has been paid in by them te 
the company. 

Some of the purchasers said their tracts 
were entirely under water. Company agents 
asserted the state of Florida was under con- 
tract to drain the tracts and that canals 
soon were to be dug and the land put in con- 
dition for cultivation.

“If my clients have misrepresented the 
lands they were selling it was because they 
were misied by officials of the state of Fior- 
ida and officials of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture,” declared Herbert 8. 
Hadley, former governor of Missouri, attor- 
ney. for Martin and Borders, tonight.

MOSTLY INSIDE THE OLD LEVEE’ 


To Mayor Harrison and Chief Gleason yes- 
terday came the fourth general communi- 
cation of the Committee of Fifteen, this time 
giving a list of thirty-one saloons and thirty- 
seven houses of an alleged disorderly char- 
acter, mainly in the old south side levee. Of 
these many. heve been the subject of previous 
complaints, and the committee observes that 
of the numerous raids made recently only 
one has been directed at any of the more no- 
torious resorts. 

The letters accompanying the lists contain 
a curt allusion to the jndifference of the Mc- 
Weeny administration, expressing to Chief 
Gleason congratulations on recent activities 
in improving conditions, and to the mayor 
the hope that under the new police admin- 
istration conditions may be materially im- 
proved.“ 

From the previous reports of the commit - 
tee has come the closing of 148 houses and 
twenty-six disorderly saloons. There also 
has been enforced improvement in other 
Cases. In the accompanying list it will be 
observed many of the saloons also are listed 
as disorderly houses.

Oral Testimony in Investigation

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 20.—The taking of oral 
testimony in the investigation of the receiv- 
ership of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroad by the interstate commerce com- 
mission closed here today with the filing by 
the St. Louis Union Trust company of the 
names of the ninety-nine members of the 
syndicate that made a profit of $3,000,000 in 
the promotion of the St. Louis, Brownsville 
and Mexico railroad and its sale to the 
Frisco. 

By the disclosure of a syndicate profit of 


_ $375,000 by the sale of the New Orleans, 


Texas and Mexico railroad to the Frisco, the 
amount of syndicate profits through the pro- 
motion of subsidiary lines and their sale to 
the parent road was brought today to , 
408,000. 


Several Syndicate Members Dead. 

Several estates appear in the list. A. T. 
Perkins. who was a member of the stock- 
holders’ committee that recently waged a 
successful fight for proxies, thereby placing 
the control of the new directorate in the 
hancs of. St. Louis men, and who repre- 
sented the trust company, explained this by 
saying the estates were thore of men who 
subscribed to the syndicate but died before 
the deal was closed.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Special.J— 
The people of the United States are subjected 
to a consorship of the mails which ts declared 
to be as arbitrary as that which prevaiis in 
Russia. 

This astonishing situation grows out of the 
administration of a law placed on the statute 
books in 1000. The law is specific as to the 
kind of matter that should be denied trans- 
portation through the mails, but it is given 
an application dependent upon the whie o 
the particular official called to administer R. 

Thus every poetmaster is vested with the 
power to sey what is or what is not mailabie. 
Ah appeal may be taken to the postoffice de- 
partment, where a subordinate official of 
one of a number of clerks bas authority. te 
decide what is good or what is not good for 
the morals of the American people. 


Sex Lectures an Example. 

A concrete example in this connection is 
found in the atuitude of the department with 
reference to lectures on sex hygiene. These 
lectures were delivered by Chicage physi- 
clans of high standing, giving advice on sex 
education to the parents of public schoo! 
children. Other lectures of a somewhat dif- 
fere@t sort were delivered to the children 
themselves. 

The League for Medical Freedom, however, 
was opposed to the giving of medical lectures 
in the schools, and to make a test of the 
matter sought to have the mails barred 
to the lectures. The league had sieno- 
graphic notes taken of the lectures and sent 
a part of these notes to Postmaster Campbell 
as a test. Mr. Campbell barred the manu 
scripts from the maiis,. and subseq.uentiy

That the paternalistic attitude of the United 
States government toward the Indians has 
resulted in a decrease in their population 
from 1,200,000 to 320,000, and that the race 
is in danger of early extinction,. was the 


Dixon. Dr. Dixon is the leader of the Rod- 
mar Wanamaker expedition of citizenship to 
North American Indians. 

“I have witnessed impressive ceremonies 
by every tribe of Indians in this country.“ 
he said in Chicago, in which they kissed 
the American flag and vowed allegiance to 
the government. I carried a phonograph 
along with me by which I gave the Indians 
President Wilson's message of peace and 
citizenship in his own voice. 


Law Pens In. 

At the bottom of a éafion in New Mexico 
1 found a tribe of 161 individuals who had 
never seen the flag and eked out a poor exist- 
ence on 300 acres surrounded by cliffs 2,500 
feet high. Law will not let them get out, 
Among them were men 105 and 107 years old 
who were afraid of us until with my interpre- 
ter I convirced them the offer of allegiance 
meant to give them life. 

The gcvernment has put the Jicaralla 
Apaches cn a reservation which is a peak 
10,000 feet above sea level, and there 700 
individuals’ are starving to death because 
the $200,000 for their timber was alloted for 
irrigation.
